CONFERENCE ON RATE BILL 


WILL REPORT A 


Republican Machine Was Given a Scathiog Denuncialkn 


by Mr, Randall of Texas-Agreement on Statehood 


-Philippine Currency Bill-Doings of Congress. 


CONTROL OF COAL ROADS MAY BE ASKED. 


Washington, May 23. — ,The house 


•was given an opportunity to vote for 
*v -resolution from the committee on 
rules to send the railroad rate bill to 
conference. 
The resolution was intro- 


duced 
by Representative Hepburn, 


chairman of the interstate and foreign 
commerce committee, and 
provides 


that upon, its adoption "it shall be in 
order to move to nonconcur in gross 
in the senate amendments Jto house 
bill 12,987 (the railroad rate'bill) and 
ask for a conference on the disagree- 
ing votes of the.twb houses; and tne 
house shall without further delay pro- 
ceed to vote upon said motion, and if 
the said motion . prevails a committee 
of conference shall be appointed with- 
out instructions." 


The so-called Republican "machine" 


was the subject of- a" scathing denun- 
ciation at the; hands' of Mr. Randall of 
Texas, who said that the leaders of 
the house who constitute and run the 
"machine" had done absolutely noth- 
ing except to make hypocritical pre- 
tense as to some things and to un- 
blushingiy advocate the "stand-pat" 
doctrine in other things. "The com- 
pleteness with which the Republican 
party has deserted the people in this 
is .apparent, in its treatment of every 
vital Question before the congress," 
said Mr. Randall. He was of the opin- 
ion that the concentration^ pf.. .wealth, 
so great in amount as to stagger the 
comprehension of the Human 'intellect, 
was a greater menace to free govern- 
ment than all the armed hosts of its 
enemies. He said the attitude of the 
Republican party toward the territo- 
ries" is another proof that it is unwor- 
thy to -rule. He claimed the "machine" 
leaders have been and are deceiving 
the great mass of voters who put them 
in power.-

Philippine Coinage. 


Senator Lodge introduced a bill 


the request of Secretary Taft for. a re 
adjustment of the ratio of the Philip 
pine coinage and for an increase in 
the elasticity of the present system 
The bill is framed upon the recom 
mendation of the Philippine commis 
siqners contained in their last annua 
report, and, in brief, authorizes the 
commission, with the consent of the 
president, to change the weight ari( 
fineness of the silver "peso ^and to re 
coin the existing pesos to niake them 
correspond with the change. 
It ap 


pears that there is a pressing neces 
sity for this change in cfrder to pre- 
vent the exportation of~ the peso from 
the ^archipelago, and al^o' to save the 
government from loss. 
A* condition 


predicted by the .commissioners has 
come to pass* and the silver in a peso 
is now worth more tor bullion than 
the coinage value. Another important 
feature of the bill is an-authorization 
of the use of .American gold coin as a 
basis for the paper peso. " It is appar- 
ent that the 10,000,000 f aper p_esos in 
circulation will 'soon amount to double 
that sum, and the government will be 
obliged to build new vaults for the 
storage of silver bullion and to p|iy 
high pridei':for';tha.bullion unless per 
mitted to substitute gold to the extent

Terrorists Excluded by Its Terms, but 


Constitutional Democrats Will Ac- 
cept the 
Throne's 
Concessions. 


Members of Council of Workmen 
and Many Others Released. 


St. Petersburg, May 23. — From a 


government source It is learned that 
political amnesty will be proclaimed 
Sunday, May 27, the anniversary of 
the coronation of Emperor Nicholas. 


The exact scope of the royal meas- 


ure has not as yet been determined. 
It will, as anticipated, be limited, but 
'It is stated that the Constitutional 
Democratic paity is prepared, though 
grudgingly, to accept the act of grace 
from which terrorists are excluded, 
recognizing, though not publicly, that 
the government is not altogether un- 
justified in refusing to set at large 
men who will be as ready In the future 
as they have been in the past to shoot 
down or blow to pieces hated repre- 
sentatives of authority. Their demand 
for unlimited amnesty was based on 
the expectation that, with the institu- 
tion of a full constitutional era. the 
terrorists, as was promised in an open 
letter just before the assassination of 
Alexander II. would abandon active 
operations, but they have been forced 
to admit that the crimes of the last 
few days give the government no 
guarantee that the promise will be 
kept. 
The ministry is daily cutting 


down the number of prisoners who 
may he affected by the amnesty, re- 
leasing convicts by hundreds in the 
provinces, while among those released 
in St. Petersburg are 27 members of 
the council of workmen's delegates 
•who drew up the famous manifesto 
preaching a raid on the government's 
gold reserve. 


Premier Goremykin has been sum- 


moned to Peterhof for a conference 
with the emperor to put the final 
touches to the speech which the pre- 
mier will deliver, unless unforeseen 
contingencies prevent, in the lower 
house of parliament on Friday, setting 
forth the government's position on 
the various points in the house's ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne.

Charges For Auto Hire at Frisco. 


May Develop Scandal. 


San Francisco, May 23.—The extor- 


tionate charges for automobile hire 
during the first two weeks following 
the fire is likely to develop into a 
scandal of huge proportions before the 
finance committee finishes auditing 
the accounts. In the tabulated state- 
ments filed with the committee of 
forty OB Saturday there appears a 
charge of $157,599 for automobile ser- 
vice. It is a well known fact that 
there are not more than 1,000 ma- 
chines in San Francisco, and that all 
of them could be bought outright for 
a sum not much in excess of the 
amount charged for the hire of prob' 
ably half the number. 


WHERE TO PLANT SHRUBS. 


Knur to DUflsru're '» Town Law* fey 


• Mintake In I'leclng. 


"An important factor In securing 


pleading results In planting shrubs an 
vines for the town yard Is to plant in 
the right place," said Dr. J. C- Whitten 
director of the Missouri hortlcultura 
station at Columbia, In an address on 
town improvement recently. 
"The 


most usual mistake Is to place the 
shrub flrst planted, which is generally 
the most beautiful shrub, in the cen 
ter of the lawn. Others are planted in 
the larger openings left, so that when 
the scheme is complete the shrubs are 
scattered, each standing out alone. I; 
this plan is carried out it shows each 
individual shrub as a specimen rather 
than -as an ornameut Each Is a thing 
on exhibition, as iu a museum. 
So 


far from contributing to the beauty of 
the whole home, the lawn becomes 
merely a place to display individual 
shrubs. The more the planter is at- 
tracted by the beauty of a particular 
shrub the more likely he Is fo isolate it. 


"A much better effpct may be secured 


by maintaining an open lawn In front 
and by massing the shrubs in groups 
in the corners of the yard, along the 
sides and rear, in front of outbuild- 
ings, In corners of the building or in 
the angles formed by the steps and the 
porch. Grouped In this way the shrub- 
bery plantings form a truly decorative 
frame to the home grounds. The open 
lawn In front admits the yellow sun- 
light and gives air and roominess and 
a suggestion of expanse to the grounds. 


"Sharp angles of the yard may be 


softened into graceful lines by massing 
shrubbery in the corners. Low grow- 
ing shrubs can be planted close to fill 
the angles between 'the steps and the 
porch. 
The bare, formal outlines of 


the basement -wall may be neutralized 
by a mass of spireaes or other low 
forms of shrubbery planted a few feet 
In width against the corners. Any 
bold and striking stone surface of a 
basement wall mny so be improved in 
appearance by disposing shrubbery in 
this way. , 


"In massing shrubs the tallest should 


be placed in the rear and the lowest 
in front, to form a continuous bank 
from the green grass to the top of the 
rear shrubs."

Snggcuttonm For Benntlfrln* Yard* 


of Town Home*. 


In the garden, where flowers and 


foliage plants gathered from the woods 
and fields are grown, natural condi- 
tions should be imitated as nearly as 
possible, says the Washington Star. 
Most of the earliest wild flowers prefer 
some shade. There is no better way 
of providing this than by planting 
them in a rockery in the front or back 
yards. It can be built of (a lew loads of 
weather stained stones arranged In a 
mound, leaving recesses of varying 
sizes for pockets in which to put soil 
and plants. 


As in a bed, the soil for the plants 


should be thoroughly enriched with fer- 
tilizer, and the flowers should be care- j 
fully watered until they are well es- 
tablished. The rockery mny be made 
beautiful with a score of plants and 
ferns that grow in the woods through- 
out the country even near the largest 
towns, only awaiting some one who 
cares enough to dig them up. 


The columbines, liverworts, saxifra- 


gas, lady's slippers, anemones or wind- 
flowers, gentians, may apples, violets 
and many hardy ferns, including the 
beautiful maidenhair, are widely dis- 
tributed. Spring flowers which do well 
in the sun are the bluebells, buttercups 
and spring beauties. Before the spring 
flowers have ceased to bloom the sum- 
mer wild flowers are beginning. The 
wild rose blooms in May and June and 
is followed by the oxeye daisy and 
butterfly milkweed. Then comes a host 
of showy field flowers which continue 
to bloom until severe frost of late Oc- 
tober and November. They include the 
goldenrod, of which there are several 
species, all yellow, ranging from two 
to five feet high; asters, ranging from 
little flowers half an inch across to the 
New England aster, four to six feet 
tall with flowers aa inch across; even- 
ing primrose, dragon head lily, cardinal 
flowers, false Indigo and dozens of 
others.

Section 4215 provides for the dis- 


tribution ol a fund arising from ia\ 
on dogs, and states: 


"If Mich fund is insufficient to pay 


all such claims in full, they shall be 
paid pro rata, and if aft"r paving all 
such claims at the June session then- 
remains' etc." 


Section 1052 provides for annua' 


reports to be made by countj audi- 
tors, in connection with this fund, 
and section 177 stipulates that :he 
state auditor shall also make annual 
reports to the secr^tarv of the state 
board of agiiculture 
The intention 


appears, evidently, to provide for an- 
nual setttlemonts of this 
fund, s»nd 


there is no provision for the pajmorii 
in any succeeding year of any short- 
age which may occur. 


It is my opinion that 
after th° 


roiuitv commissioners have exhausted 
the fund and paid the claims, 
-iro 


uta. those claims ar» liquidated a^ci 
cannot be paid out of anv subsequent 
fund.

While the pastor had a number ot 


friends in the general sense of the 
word, it is understood that he had a 
very few intimate friends in the town 
from the fact that he had only been 
located there since the middle of last 
summer.
